TO  THE  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  OF  KING’S  NORTON. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you,  as  a  District  Council,  my 
Second  Annual  Report,  being  my  Twenty -third  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  accordance  with  my  usual  custom,  I  propose  giving  you,  at  the 
beginning  of  my  Report,  the  vital  statistics  for  the  year,  and  from  the 
returns  furnished  weekly  to  me  by  the  Registrars  of  the  district^  I  have  to 
report  that  the  total  number  of 

BIRTHS 

registered,  as  occurring  in  your  district,  was  1010,  and  the  total  number  of 

DEATHS 

for  the  same  period  was  499,  inclusive  of  1*20  deaths  which  occurred  in 
Public  Institutions,  110  of  which  did  not  belong  to  your  district,  as  follows  : 
The  Workhouse,  60;  Rubery  Hill  Asylum,  33;  The  Fever  Hospital,  1; 
St.  Paul’s  Convent,  6.  The  total  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  at  the 
Workhouse  was  78,  as  compared  with-  97  for  last  year,  the  deaths  in  the 
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Fever  Hospital  was  5,  as  compared  with  5,  all  of  them  being  due  to  Scarlet 
Fever.  The  deaths  in  Rubery  Hill  Asylum  and  St.  Paul’s  Convent  are  not 
connected  with  your  district  in  any  instance.  1  propose,  as  on  former 
occasions,  to  give  the  different  death-iates  (both  inclusive  and  exclusive  of 
the  deaths  in  Public  Institutions),  so  that  you  may  be  able  to  form  a  correct 
estimate  of  the  true  mortality  rates  as  applying  to  your  district.  The  deaths 
of  persons  coming  from  other  localities,  and  dying  in  Public  Institutions  or 
elsewhere,  forms  no  real  evidence  of  the  actual  death-rate. 

Of  the  births  514  are  males,  496  females;  of  the  deaths,  24  3  are 
males,  256  females.  From  diseases  of  the  zymotic  class  30  deaths  have 
occurred,  as  compared  with  23  for  last  year,  3  of  which  did  not  belong  to 
your  district,  viz.  ;  2  deaths  from  Diphtheria  and  1  from  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  foregoing  figures,  with  a  population  of  34,127,  which  is 
estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year  1895,  and  based  on  the  census  of  1891, 
and  this  estimate  is  under  the  actual  number  than  over,  but  is  as  near  as  I 
can  get  at  it,  represents  a  birth-rate  of  29-59  per  1000  persons  living,  and  a 
death-rate  of  12-27  per  1000  of  the  population,  and  zymotic  death-iate  of 
0'8  per  1000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  25-34  per  1000  birth-mte, 
and  10-87  per  1000  death-rate,  and  0-6  per  1000  zymotic  death-rate  for  the 
year  1894,  and  27-90  per  1000  birth-rate,  and  15-35  per  1000  death-rate, 
and  1-03  per  1000  zymotic  death-rate  for  the  year  1893. 

The  death-rate  is  exclusive  of  the  deaths  in  Public  Institutions  of 
persons  not  belonging  to  your  district,  inclusive  of  these  the  death-rate  is 
raised  to  14-62,  as  against  14  26  for  1894. 

From  the  foregoing  figures  you  will  observe  that  the  birth-rate  is 
much  higher  than  last  year,  while  the  death-rate  is  also  slightly  increased, 
the  zymotic  death-rate  is  only  two  decimal  points  higher  than  last  year,  and 
now  stands  at  the  low  figure  of  0-8  in  1000.  In  reference  to  the  figures 
quoted  I  am  pleased  to  say  your  district  still  stands  most  favourably  as 
regards  vital  statistics,  and  reference  further  on  in  this  report  will  bear  a  most 
satisfactory  comparison  with  former  years,  and  with  other  districts  similarly 
situated,  the  birth-rate  is  the  highest,  with  one  exception,  during  the  past  10 
years,  viz  :  1892  when  it  was  30  70  in  1000.  As  far  as  the  zymotic  death-rate 
is  concerned  it  continues  to  keep  down  below  1  in  1000,  and  is  a  striking 
comparison  to  what  it  was  when  the  Sanitary  Airthority  first  commenced  its 
work  in  1872,  the  death-rate  from  these  diseases  then  stood  at  over  3  in  1000. 
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The  reduction  of  the  death-rate  in  this  class  is  one  of  the  most  vital 
importance,  and  which  most  chiefly  concerns  Sanitary  administration,  and 
consequently  all  our  efforts  are  directed  to  lessen  the  number  of  deaths 
from  diseases  which  have  their  origin  in  filth  in  one  form  or  another,  and 
are  more  or  less  preventible.  General  Sanitary  improvements,  the  better 
housing  of  the  people,  and  above  all  cleanliness  in  every  particular,  go  a  long 
way  in  diminishing  the  death-rate  from  this  class  of  disease. 

As  regards  the  general  death-rate,  we  cannot  (as  a  Sanitary  Gouncil) 
do  as  much  as  we  could  wish,  as  many  circumstances  are  at  work  which 
influence  the  death-rate  of  any  district,  or  in  any  part  of  the  Country.  The 
only  way  we  can  hope  to  influence  the  general  death-rate  is  by  (in  addition 
to  Sanitai’v  improvements)  educating  the  public  on  the  general  laws  of 
health,  &c.  Many  deaths  occur  annually  which,  though  not  generally  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  due  to  preventible  causes,  are  mainly  attributable  to  careless¬ 
ness  and  ignorance.  I  am  quite  sure  timely  precautions  and  care  would 
save  many  lives.  I  have  no  doubt  we  shall  continue  to  lessen  the 
general  death-rate,  by  our  action  in  connection  with  the  preventible  class  of 
diseases,  as  it  no  doubt  causes  the  public  to  reflect  more  on  the  question  of 
cause  and  eftect. 

As  regards  the  birth-rate,  no  doubt  this  is  influenced  to  a  very  large 
extent  by  the  prosperous  state  of  trade  or  otherwise,  as  in  times  of  greater 
prosperity  the  marriage-rate  is  found  to  be  increased.  As  regards  your 
district  this  year  the  marriages  are  172.

These  figures  are  set  out  minutely  in  Table  III.  of  this  P 

eport. 
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The  above  figures  sliow  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  for  this 
year  of  57,  the  totals  being  442  for  1894,  and  499  for  1895,  the  same  thing 
applies  in  the  zymotic  class.  The  deaths  of  children,  under  one  year,  are 
not  so  favourable,  while  the  deaths  of  children  from  one  to  five  years 
show  a  slight  increase,  the  figures  representing  the  deaths  of  persons  dying 
over  eighty  years  are  about  the  same  as  last  year.  The  births  are  more 
than  last  year,  being  1010  as  compared  with  785  for  1894.  I  wish  to  point 
out  that  while  the  population  has  much  increased,  the  deaths  are  only 
slightly  in  excess,  while  the  birth-rate  is  much  higher. 


The  following  Table  gives  the  percentages  of  the  different  mortality 
rates  among  children  under  one  and  five  years—  their  relationship  to  the 
total  births  and  the  general  mortality  rate.

D  iarrhoea,  1.

In  reference  to  these  diseases,  as  compared  with  last  year,  you  will 
observe  that  there  is  an  increase  of  7.  The  deaths  were  distributed  pretty 
evenly  throughout  the  months  of  the  year.  The  diseases  most  fatal  being 
Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria,  both  being  more  prevalent  than 
in  previous  years— though  not  in  an  epidemic  form.  As  regards  the 
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Localities  at  which  the  deaths  took  place,  I  find  Sellj  Oak  and  Kings 
Heath  rank  first,  while  Moseley,  King’s  Norton,  M  est  Heath  and  Northfield 
come  next.  Eleven  deaths  occurred  in  Public  Institutions,  viz:  The 
Workhouse,  6,  and  the  Fever  Hospital,  5.  The  number  in  the  previous 
year  being  The  Workhouse,  1,  Fever  Hospital,  5.  The  larger  number  of 
deaths  in  the  Workhouse  is  due  to  an  outbreak  of  Whooping  Cough  in 
February,  the  type  of  the  disease  was  very  bad,  and  the  children  being 
very  young,  they  reanily  succumbed  to  Pneumonia,  which  supervened  in 
most  of  the  cases,  the  weather  at  the  time  being  most  severe. 

On  further  refer euce  to  this  class  as  a  whole,  it  is  a  noteworthy  fact 
that  no  death  occurred  from  Typhoid  Fever,  and  only  2  from  Diarrhoea, 
while  Small  Pox  also  caused  no  death,  against  4,  and  Measles  only  one  as 
against  9  for  1894 — a  very  satisfactory  record.  Taken  as  a  whole,  the 
figures  in  the  Zymotic  class  will  compare  very  favourably  with  former  yeais. 

I  now  propose  to  give  the  details  connected  with  the  various 
diseases  in  this  class  as  they  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  first  I  have  to  mention  is 

SMALL  POX, 

During  the  year  I  have  had  reported  and  investigated  7  cases,  as  follows . 
one  from  Selly  Oak;  one  from  Stirchley ;  two  from  Turves  Green,  North- 
field,  and  three  which  occurred  in  your  Hospital,  one  being  the  Porter,  who 
contracted  the  disease  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  before  he  had  under- 
o’one  re- vaccination,  which  he  was  about  to  do,  after  taking  up  duty  at  the 
Hospital ;  the  second  case  was  that  of  a  baby  at  its  mother  s  breast,  the 
latter  contracted  the  disease  in  Birmingham,  and  was  sent  into  the  Hospital, 
the  baby  being  received  there  a  week  later  having  undergone  vaccination, 
and  developed  the  disease  five  days  afterwards.  The  third  case  was  that 
of  a  child,  one  year  and  a  half  old,  and  contracted  the  disease  from  a  child 
which  was  sent  into  the  Hospital  said  to  be  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  ward  ■^j'here  other  children  were  being  treated  for 
that  disease.  As  soon  as  the  nature  of  the  malady  w^as  discovered,  the 
child  w^as  removed  into  the  Small  Pox  ward,  but  this  child  contracted 
Small  Pox  wdiile  recovering  from  Scarlet  Fever.  On  examination  of  the

arms  of  the  other  children  in  the  ward,  I  found  that  this  child  was  the  only 
one  un-vaccinated,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  none  of  the  other 
children  contracted  the  disease.  The  cases  at  Turves  Green,  were  a  man 
and  his  wife,  the  former  contracted  the  disease  away,  he  had  never  been 
vaccinated  and  had  the  disease  in  a  very  had  form,  hut  ultimately  recovered  , 
his  wife  contracted  the  malady  from  him  in  a  mild  form,  a  week  later,  she 
had  been  vaccinated  once  hut  declined  re-vaccination.  The  younger  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  family  were  re- vaccinated  and  escaped  the  disease. 

In  reference  to  the  effects  of  vaccination  on  those  attacked,  I  wish 
to  point  out,  that  those  that  had  been  vaccinated  had  the  disease  in  a  mild 
form,  while  those  that  had  not,  suffered  very  severely  from  the  complaint. 
In  connection  with  the  cases,  you  will  observe  that  the  only  child  who 
contracted  the  disease  in  the  Hospital,  was  un-vaccinated,  and  the  child  who 
developed  the  malady  after  having  undergone  the  operation,  was  only  attacked 
in  a  modilied  form,  the  eruption  dying  away  in  a  few  days,  without  reaching 
the  full  development  of  the  disease. 

I  consider  these  facts  very  striking  instances  of  the  great  value  of 
vaccination  as  a  safeguard  against  this  dreadful  malady.  My  record  this 
year  is  very  small  as  regards  numbers,  but  they  are  very  valuable  as  regards 
facts,  and  they  bear  out  most  conclusively  what  I  have  said  in  my  previous 
reports  on  this  subject.  I  am  sorry  to  say  there  has  been  a  tendency  for 
some  years,  to  regard  vaccination  valueless  and  moreover  pernicious.  I  am 
thankful  to  find  that  it  still  holds  its  own,  notwithstanding  all  the  opposition 
a'^minst  -it,  and  I  am  further  convinced  as  time  goes  on  we  shall  see  a  decided 
1  e-action  in  its  favour.  The  only  argument  that  can  he  said  in  opposition 
to  it,  is  that  it  may  do  harm  by  introducing  disease  into  the  system.  I  am 
glad  to  say  that  very  few  cases  (if  any)  can  be  brought  forward,  in  which 
any  disease  could  possibly  have  been  introduced  into  the  system.  It  is  very 
easy  to  presume  that  mischief  has  been  done,  but  it  is  not  an  easy  matter  to 
prove  it. 


In  connection  with  this  subject,  I  may  mention  that  all  scientific 
experiments,  conducted  for  the  prevention  of  diseases  of  this  class,  are  all 
directed  in  the  same  channel,  proving  to  my  mind,  that  what  is  good  in  one 
disease  as  a  preventive  measure,  will  under  similar  conditions  be  found 
efficacious  in  others.  The  same  line  of  argument  applies. 
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I  give  below  a  Table  showing  the  number  of  cases  which  occurred 
in  your  district  during  the  year,  and  their  bearing  on  vaccination,  also  those 
cases  treated  in  your  Hospital,  which  came  from  outside  your  district.

I  now  give  the  Vaccination  Returns  supplied  to  me  by  Mr.  A.  E. 
Fletcher,  Vaccination  Officer  for  the  district.  In  comparison  with  former 
years  the  figures  may  be  considered  satisfactory.  A  good  deal  of  vaccination 
has  been  done.  I  hope  that  we  shall  steadily  maintain  and  increase  the 
figures,  as  regards  the  number  of  successful  cases,  and  that  the  Vaccination 
Officer  will  not  be  hampered  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  by  any  anti¬ 
vaccination  agitation.  I  consider  the  Vaccination  Officer  has  done  his  work 
as  well  as  he  could  under  the  circumstances.

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SCARLET  LEVER. 

I  have  received  142  notifications  of  this  disease  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  197  for  last  year,  from  the  following  localities: — Selly 
Oak,  42 ;  Selly  Park,  7  ;  Tenacres,  1  ;  Northfield,  6 ;  California,  2 ; 
Cottage  Homes,  11;  The  Workhouse,  2,  for  the  Parish  of  Northfield. 
King’s  Heath,  8;  Moseley,  20;  Stirchley  Street,  17;  King’s  Norton,  6; 
Grimes  Hill,  4;  Wythall,  5;  Walker’s  Heath,  2;  Drakes  Cross,  1  ;  Tlie 
Fever  Hospital,  3,  for  the  Parish  of  King’s  Norton;  and  Peoley,  5,  for  the 
Parish  of  Beoley. 

The  disease  was  prevalent,  more  or  less,  throughout  the  year,  but 
never  at  any  time  did  it  assume  an  epidemic  form.  The  only  time  that  it 
was  most  prevalent  was  in  July,  August  and  September  in  Selly  Oak. 
Although  the  number  of  cases  this  year  is  less  than  last,  the  mortality  is 
higher,  being  5  this  year  against  2  for  1894.  Die  cause  of  tlie  increased 
mortality  was  due  to  the  type  of  the  disease  being  more  severe. 

The  localities  chiefly  affected,  as  you  will  observe  from  the  foregoing 
figures,  were  Selly  Oak,  Selly  Park,  Stirchley  Street,  Moseley  and  King’s 
Heath.  The  two  hitter  villages  showing  a  great  reduction  in  the  number 
of  cases  over  last  year.  In  connection  with  the  Parish  of  Northfield,  eleven 
cases  of  a  mild  character  occurred  at  the  Cottage  Homes,  Shenley  hields  in 
November  and  December;  I  was  unable  to  trace  the  cause  of  the  cases,  but 
have  no  doubt  some  case  of  a  very  mild  nature,  which  was  not  observed, 
brought  the  infection  in.  Ihe  disease  was  conhned  to  two  out  of  the  eight 
homes,  and  no  fatal  result  occurred.  This  is  as  far  as  last  year  is  concerned  ; 
but  at  the  time  of  my  writing  this  Report  a  third  home  has  been  attacked, 
and  two  certain  cases  and  five  doubtful  ones  have  occurred.  In  reference 
to  this  outbreak,  I  wish  to  point  out  that  all  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  nature, 
while  the  doubtful  cases  simply  complained  of  a  little  sore  throat,  and  no 
rash  was  observed.  I  think  this  outbreak  is  practically  at  an  end,  all  these 
cases  were  removed  into  your  Eever  Hospital  at  West  Heath.  Of  course  in 
an  Institution  of  this  kind  ther-e  is  always  a  certain  amount  of  risk  in 
admitting  children,  more  especially  when  the  disease  is  so  prevalent  in  and 
around  the  City  of  Birmingham.  I  may  add  this  has  been  the  case 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  year. 

A  small  outbreak  of  this  disease  occurred  at  Grimes  Hill  and 
Wythall,  the  former  in  February  and  March,  and  the  latter  in  May.  The 
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outbreak  occurred  among  the  children  attending  the  Church  Schools  in  the 
Village  of  Wythall ;  in  all,  9  cases  occurred.  I  consider  these  cases  trace¬ 
able  to  some  children  attending  the  School  from  the  adjoining  villages,  and 
which  are  in  the  Bromsgrove  Authorities  District.  I  caused  the  schools  to 
be  closed,  fumigated  and  cleansed,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  the  disease 
rapidly  disappeared. 

Of  the  142  cases  notified,  no  less  than  129  were  treated  in  your 
Hospital,  with  the  result  that  five  deaths  occurred,  as  compared  with  one 
for  last  year,  this  is  a  much  larger  percentage  of  deaths,  but  when  taken  into 
account  with  the  severe  type  of  the  disease  in  very  many  cases,  the  result  is 
favourable  as  compared  with  Fever  Hospital  statistics  generally.  One  of 
the  deaths  occurred  twenty-four  hours  after  admission,  and  this  patient  came 
from  the  Moseley  Hall  Convalescent  Home,  and  was  a  very  bad  case.  This 
patient  did  not  belong  to  your  district,  but  came  from  Birmingham,  so  that 
we  have  four  deaths  belonging  to  our  district. 

These  figures  give  a  percentage  of  deaths  in  the  Hospital,  for  cases 
admitted  within  the  Sanitary  area,  of  3T  ;  and  with  the  death  from  Moseley 
Convalescent  Home  added,  a  percentage  of  3'8. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  note  that  so  large  a  number  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  the  advantages  of  “Isolation,”  and  that  your  Hospital  is  continuing 
to  do  such  good  work.  With  a  few  exceptions  the  whole  of  the  cases  noti¬ 
fied  have  been  removed  from  their  homes  into  the  Institution,  the  exceptions 
being  the  few  cases  of  the  better  class,  chiefly  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Moseley  and  King’s  Heath.  I  am  glad,  however,  that  these  numbers  are 
lessening,  and  that  all  people  alike  are  seeing  the  great  value  of  Isolation  in 
Hospital  as  compared  with  the  abortive  attempts  made  in  private  houses. 

We  may  take  it  as  a  rule  that  in  all  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  where 
the  first  case  occurring  is  immediately  removed  from  home,  no  further  spread 
of  the  disease  takes  place ;  on  the  other  hand,  where  they  attempt  to  treat 
them  at  home,  the  malady  invariably  goes  through  the  house.  Under  these 
circumstances  there  is  no  doubt  about  wdiich  is  the  wisest  course  to  pursue. 
I  am  convinced  that  many  cases  of  disease  are  prevented,  and  also  lives 
saved  annually  through  the  instrumentality  of  your  Hospital. 

1  may  add  in  conclusion  of  this  part  of  my  Eeport,  how  several 
cases  of  this  disease  were  spread  in  the  district  of  Beoley  at  the  latter  end 
of  the  year.  A  child  came  on  a  visit  from  the  Black  Country  to  recruit  its 
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health,  while  still  in  an  infected  state,  with  the  result  that  several  other 
cases  occurred  in  the  locality,  these  were  of  a  mild  type  and  were  allowed  to 
go  about,  causing  other  cases  to  occui,  three  in  your  oavu  district  and  several 
others  just  outside  the  border.  As  soon  as  Ave  kneAv  of  the  cases  they  were 
removed  into  your  Hospital,  and  the  disease  at  once  stopped.  As  an 
example,  I  caused  the  father  of  the  family  chiefly  implicated  to  be  summon¬ 
ed  for  exposing  his  child,  while  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease.  This 
Avas  done  as  a  warning  to  others,  this  man  had  a  small  fine  imposed  upon 
him.  I  may  say  our  only  object  in  this  case  Avas  to  fmpress  those  })eople  of 
their  responsibility. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

This  disease  has  caused  10  deaths,  as  compared  with  2  for  last  year. 
I  have  received  31  notifications  as  compared  with  5  for  1894.  The  cases 
reported  Avere  from  the  folloAving  localities:  Moseley,  4;  Selly  Oak,  12; 
King’s  Heath,  3  ;  King’s  Horton  2  ;  Horthfield.  2  ;  Moor  Street,  1  ;  Rubery,  2  ; 
AVest  Heath,  2  ;  Walker’s  Heath,  1  ;  and  the  Workhouse,  2.  As  regards  the 
deaths,  2  occurred  at  the  Workhouse,  and  came  in  suffering  from  the  disease 
from  SmetliAvick,  although  at  the  time  of  admission  the  disease  Avas  someAvhat 
masked.  Tavo  other  deaths  occurred  at  West  Heath,  in  one  house,  an  old 
“Insanitary  Cottage.  ”  Two  occurred  at  Horthfield  ;  1  at  Walker’s  Heath; 
1  at  King’s  Norton;  1  at  Selly  Oak  ;  and  1  at  King’s  Heath.  The  mortality, 
from  this  cause,  is  much  in  excess  of  last  year,  and  also  the  cases  notified, 
but  the  percentage  of  deaths  to  the  total  number  of  cases  is  on  the  aaTioIc  less. 

In  connection  Avith  the  cases  reported,  I  may  say  they  have  been 
pretty  well  distributed  throughout  the  year.  We  haAm  never  had  the  disease 
in  an  epidemic  form.  The  cases  have  been  for  the  most  part  sporadic  in 
their  occurrence,  although  several  cases  have  occurred  in  the  same  house. 

As  regards  the  larger  number  of  cases  this  year,  I  may  state  that  this 
disease  has  been  more  prevalent  than  usual,  throughout  the  year,  and  this 
applies  not  only  to  your  district,  but  pretty  generally  throughoutthe  Country. 

With  reference  to  the  mortality,  you  Avill  note  that  it  is  large,  and 
this  I  may  say  is  alAvays  the  case  in  this  disease,  as  the  malady  is  a  very 
fatal  one,  and  may  cause  death  in  24  to  48  hours,  death  being  caused  either 
by  blocking  of  the  Avindpipe,  causing  suffocation,  or  by  inducing  paralysis 
of  the  nerves,  supplying  poAver  to  the  heart  and  lungs,  and  so  cause  sudden 
and  fatal  failure  of  these  organs. 
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As  regai  ds  the  causation  of  this  complaint,  insanitary  dwellings  play 
a  very  important  part  in  its  production,  dampness  of  site,  saturated  soil  with 
the  products  of  sev/age,  bad  drainage,  defective  domestic  offices, 
together  with  sewer  gas,  from  imperfect  ventilation  of  drains, 
defective  house  construction  and  ventilation  generally,  may  be  put  down  as 
the  chief  pre-disposing  causes  of  this  disease  These  conditions  being  the 
factors,  it  is  easy  to  understand  how  the  malady  may  be  induced  and 
propagated,  by  impure  drinking  water,  contaminated  food  such  as  milk,  &c. 

I  wish  to  point  out  in  connection  with  Diphtheria,  that  one  of  the 
cases  repc'rted  from  Moseley,  occurred  at  the  Moseley  Hall  Convalescent 
Home,  and  this  case  leads  me  to  make  special  mention  of  it,  as  the  case  has 
a  particular  bearing  on  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  a  dwelling,  or  public 
Institution,  which  Moseley  Hall,  (recently  a  private  residence)  has  now  been 
converted  to.  The  facts  of  the  case  are,  that  in  addition  to  the  case  reported 
to  me,  other  cases  had  occurred  in  connection  with  the  Institution,  and  for 
several  months,  the  inmates,  children  coming  chiefly  from  the  Hospitals  of 
Birmingham,  were  noticed  to  get  worse  soon  after  their  arrival,  and  to 
suffer  from  a  kind  of  septic  fever,  their  temperatures  increased,  and  they 
became  worse,  instead  of  improving  after  their  stay. 

On  receipt  of  the  notification  of  a  case  of  Diphtheria,  I  made  a 
personal  visit  to  the  Institution,  and  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Welsh, 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  the  Handsworth  Urban  District  Council,  who 
was  also  one  of  the  Physicians  of  the  Children’s  Hospital,  where  most  of  the 
cases  came  from.  I  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  Hall,  we  found  that  a  good  deal  of  sanitary  work  had  been  done  in 
order  to  make  it  suitable  as  a  public  Institution,  but  we  found  that  this  work 
had  fallen  short  of  what  it  ought  to  have  been.  A  fresh  system  of  house 
drainage  had  been  constructed,  and  as  far  as  it  went  it  was  satisfactory,  but 
we  found  that  some  of  the  old  drains  were  not  connected  with  tlie  new 
system,  and  in  addition  to  this,  a  system  of  heating  the  building  with  hot 
water  had  been  carried  out.  A  boiler  house  had  been  constructed  in  the 
cellars,  and  the  pipes  had  been  carried  along  the  roofs  of  the  cellars,  and  at 
various  points  penetrated  the  doors,  to  allow  of  their  being  distributed 
throughout  tlie  various  wards.  The  cellars  in  cprestion  were  constructed 
throughout  the  entire  building,  and  on  examination,  no  less  than  eleven 
untrapped  gratings  were  found,  and  these  were  moreover  connected  with 
the  entire  sewage  system  of  the  building.  We  found  sewer  gas  escaping  from 
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all  of  them,  the  draught  being  sufficient  to  blow  a  candle  out.  It  may 
therefore  be  readily  seen,  how  sewer  gas  could  escape  into  the  various  wards 
through  the  openings,  made  by  the  hot  air  pipes.  I  need  hardly  say  that 
such  was  the  case,  and  it  was  found  as  proof  of  this,  that  the  wards  nearest 
the  hot  water  apparatus,  were  those  which  suffered  most.  The  gases  were 
more  easily  attracted  to  these  points,  on  account  of  the  heat  generated, 
causing  the  cold  air  from  the  cellars,  to  be  sucked  into  the  wards,  through 
the  apertures  made. 

As  a  result  of  my  examination,  I  at  once  advised  the  closing  of  the 
Institution,  and  a  thorough  overhauling  of  the  drains  generally.  I  stated 
that  nothing  short  of  taking  up  all  old  drains,  and  making  a  fresh  start 
would  be  of  any  use,  as  I  was  convinced  that  many  old  drain  connections 
existed,  which  could  not  be  found  unless  this  plan  was  adopted 

In  consequence  of  this  serious  condition  of  things,  and  the  probable 
outlay,  and  with  a  veiw  of  ascertaining  whether  it  was  advisable  to  carry  out 
the  work,  the  Committee  of  the  Institution  decided  to  call  in  an  independent 
opinion,  and  Professor  Corfield  was  asked  to  make  an  examination  and  report. 
The  result  of  his  examination  was  to  confirm  what  I  had  reported,  and  I  am 
glad  to  say  they  acted  upon  his  advice  and  carried  out  the  work  most 
thoroughly.  The  Hall  remained  closed  throughout  the  summer  months 
during  the  time  the  work  was  going  on.  I  made  inspections  from  time  to  time 
and  met  Professor  Corfield  on  several  occasions.  I  also  inspected,  in  com 
junction  with  him,  the  completion  of  the  work,  which  I  am  pleased  to  say 
was  carried  out  in  a  most  admirable  manner,  and  left  nothing  to  be  desired. 

The  Institution  was  again  opened  in  the  Autumn  of  last  year,  and 
I  am  glad  to  say  no  further  cases  of  illness  of  a  “Septic”  character  have 
occurred  since,  and  moreover,  the  children  continue  to  improve  in  health  after 
their  admission. 

I  wish  to  say  in  connection  with  this  matter,  that  it  has  occupied  a 
considerable  portion  of  my  time  and  anxious  thought,  but  the  result  has 
amply  repaid  me  for  it.  I  have  no  doubt  in  my  own  mind,  that  the 
Institution  is  now  in  a  safe  sanitary  condition,  so  far  as  the  building  is 
-concerned.  The  e|ue&tion  of  the  ultimate  disposal  of  the  sewage,  is  ,a  matter 
that  will  still  have  to  be  considered,  as  at  present  no  sewer  connection  can 
1)0  made.  1  have  pointed  out  the  importance  of  this  matter,  and  what  should 
be  done  in  the  meantime. 
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TYPHOID  FEVER, 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  we  have  had  no  death  from 
this  disease  during  the  year.  I  have  had  8  cases  of  sickness  from  this  cause 
notified  to  me,  from  the  following  localities  :  Selly  Oak,  1  ;  Moseley,  1  ; 
Stirchley  Street,  3;  King’s  Heath,  2,  and  the  Workhouse,  1.  The  cases 
were  distributed  pretty  evenly  throughout  the  year,  and  not  in  any  way  in 
an  epidemic  form. 

In  cases  reported,  inspection  of  the  premises  was  made,  the  water 
supply  analysed,  and  where  found  to  be  contaminated,  condemmed,  and 
any  insanitary  defects  found  on  the  premises  were  rectified. 

The  figures  for  the  past  year  may  be  considered  very  satisfactory, 
and  show  a  continued  improvement  so  far  as  this  disease  is  concerned. 

MEASLES. 

This  disease  has  not  been  very  prevalent  during  the  year,  as  far  as 
I  can  judge  there  were  about  120  cases  occurred,  and  these  were  in  the 
Autumn  of  the  year,  and  confined  chiefly  to  the  neighbourhood  of  King’s 
Heath.  I  caused  the  schools  to  be  closed  for  one  month  in  Septem¬ 
ber  and  October,  with  the  result  that  the  malady  steadily  declined. 

You  will  observe  in  reference  to  Measles  that  only  1  death  occurred 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  9  for  1894.  This  is  a  most  satisfactory 
reduction.  While  I  recognise  that  this  disease  has  favoured  us  during  the 
year.  I  cannot  help  feeling  that  my  work  in  connection  with  it,  is  not 
attended  with  the  good  results  I  could  wish  for. 

I  have  not  deemed  it  advisable  to  ask  you  to  make  it  notifiable 
under  the  Kotification  Act,  for  the  simple  reason,  that  we  can  do  very  little 
to  cope  with  any  outbreak  that  may  occur,  beyond  the  closing  of  the  Public 
Schools,  and  I  am  able,  from  my  constant  contact  with  my  district,  to 
know  when,  and  to  what  extent  any  of  these  diseases  exist. 

I  have,  in  my  former  Reports,  stated  that  Measles  is  not  the  trifling 
complaint  the  public  would  have  us  believe.  It  is  quite  true  that  in  the 
majority  of  cases  it  is  a  very  simple  illness,  but  experience  proves  that  it 
can  be  a  very  serious  malady,  and  also  be  attended  with  a  large  mortality. 
Until  the  time  is  ripe,  however,  for  providing  “Isolation”  for  cases  of  this 
disease  I  see  no  good  purpose  in  notifying  them,  as  the  proceeding  would  be 
costly  without  any  good  result  accruing.

I  hope  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  we  shall  be  able  to  devise 
the  means  of  Isolating  cases  of  this  nature. 

I  am  quite  aware  the  public  treat  this  disease  in  a  very  off-hand 
sort  of  manner,  and  rather  think  it  is  a  good  thing  to  get  it  over,  little 
thinking  bow  serious  it  may  turn  out,  and  what  serious  results  frequently 
follow^ 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

Has  caused  12  deaths,  as  compaied  with  9  for  last  year,  4  for  the  Parish  of 
Northfield,  4  for  the  Parish  of  King’s  Norton,  and  4  in  the  Workhouse  at 
Selly  Oak. 

This  disease  has  been  one  of  the  most  fatal  of  the  zymotics  during 
the  year.  Cases  have  been  under  observation  throughout  the  wdiole  of  the 
year,  more  particularly,  however,  in  the  earlier  and  latter  months,  during 
which  periods  the  weather  is  more  severe,  and  so  renders  the  sufferers  from 
this  complaint  more  amenable  to  the  diseases  which  usually  cause  a  fatal 
result,  viz  :  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis. 

The  deaths  which  occurred  in  the  Workhoase  were  associated  with 
cases  also  at  the  Cottage  Homes,  the  disease  having  been  introduced  into 
the  Institution  from  a  case  admitted  from  an  outside  district,  developing 
the  disease  after  admission,  but  too  late  to  prevent  the  consequences  which 
followed,  the  result  being  some  24  cases  in  all,  with  the  deaths  mentioned. 

As  regards  this  malady,  it  is  not  in  itself  considered  a  dangerous 
complaint,  and  children  are  allowed  to  go  about  under  all  conditions  of 
weather,  and  it  is  not  until  serious  complications  arise  that  any  notice  is 
taken  of  it.  The  result  is  a  large  percentage  of  deaths,  not  from  the  malady 
itself,  but  from  the  complications  previously  mentioned.  All  cases  of  this 
nature  require  the  greatest  care  until  the  disease  has  passed  away,  not  only 
for  the  sake  of  the  children  who  are  suffering,  but  to  guard  against 
propagating  it  to  others,  as  it  is  a  most  contagious  malady. 

DIARRHGIA. 

Has  caused  2  deaths,  as  compared  with  1  for  last  year,  and  12  for  1893. 
The  mortality  from  this  cause  keeps  very  low — and  this  is  very  satisfactory. 

This  is  a  very  important  disease  from  a  Sanitary  point  of  view^,  and 
all  deaths  from  Septic  Diarrhoea  should  receive  every  care  in  investigating 
the  cause.  I  am  glad  to  say,  however,  that  very  few  deaths  occur  that  can 


be  distinctly  classed  under  this  head,  they  are  usually  associated  with  some 
other  disease. 

As  regards  the  Infantile  deaths  from  this  cause,  I  consider  them 
more  often  due  to  errors  of  diet  than  to  any  Insanitary  conditions,  and  hence 
should  be  classed  as  Dietetic  Diarrhoea. 

We  may  consider  the  mortality  from  this  cause  most  favourable  as 
compared  with  previous  years. 


CHOLERA 

I  am  glad  to  say  no  death  has  been  registered  from  this  disease 
We  are  a  favoured  nation  as  regards  this  malady,  and  while  it  continues  to 
affect  many  parts  of  the  globe,  at  various  times,  we  invariably  keep  free,  an 
occasional  case  of  Cholera  does  occur,  but  I  am  thankful  to  say  they  are  few 
and  far  between. 

In  order  to  secure  immunity  from  this  disease  we  must  continue  to 
exercise  a  strict  supervision  over  our  Sanitary  surroundings  in  every  respect, 
if  we  are  to  keep  free  from  the  possibility  of  attack  from  this  dreaded 
nialadv. 

INFLUENZA. 

While  this  peculiar  disease  has,  to  a  great  extent,  disanpeared  from 
our  midst,  a  large  number  of  cases  continue  to  appear,  and  last  year  8  deaths 
were  registered,  as  arising  from  this  cause.  Since  the  first  introduction  of 
the  complaint  into  this  Country,  and  the  large  number  of  cases  which 
occurred,  and  also  the  great  mortality  arising  therefrom,  the  disease  has 
gradually  assumed  a  milder  type,  and  I  hope  will  eventually  disappear. 

Although  we  record  8  deaths  from  this  cause,  I  do  not  consider  the 
disease  has  been  as  bad  as  last  year. 

I  am  inclined  to  the  belief  that  many  people  who  suffered  so  severely 
from  the  disease,  on  its  first  appearance  into  this  Country,  are  much  more 
amenable  to  attacks  of  a  similar  nature,  no  doubt  due  to  the  lowering  of 
their  vitality  from  the  previous  attack. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  everything  calculated  to  improve 
the  general  tone  of  the  system,  and  above  all  avoidance  of  over-fatigue,  and 
undue  exposure  in  bad  weather,  more  especially  when  there  is  any  evidence 
of  the  disease  about,  will  tend  greatly  to  guard  the  public  from  its  ravages. 


COMPULSOEY  NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


During  the  year  I  have  received  226  Notifications,  as  compared 
with  250  for  the  preceding  year,  and  354  for  1893,  you  will  observe  there 
is  still  a  considerable  reduction,  more  particularly  on  comparison  with  1893. 

I  consider  this  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  very  satisfactory, 
when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  a  large  amount  of  Infectious  Disease  has  been 
prevalent  in  the  City  of  Birmingham,  more  particularly  Scarlet  Eever, 
during  the  whole  of  the  year. 

Of  the  cases  notified,  7  cases  arose  from  Small  Pox,  142  fiom  Scarlet 
Eever,  31  from  Diphtheria,  8  from  Typhoid  Fever,  37  from  Erysipelas,  and 
1  from  Puerperal  Fever,  as  compared  with  12  from  Small  Pox,  197  from 
Scarlet  Fever,  10  from  Typhoid  Fever,  5  from  Diphtheria,  and  26  from 
Erysipelas  for  the  year  1894. 

The  chief  points  in  connection  with  the  cases  notified  is  the  increase 
in  the  numbers  from  Diphtheria  and  Erysipelas,  and  the  very  large  reduction 
in  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  working  of  this  Act  has  been  very  satisfactory  on  the  whole. 
I  have  had  several  instances  of  failure  to  notify  on  the  part  of  Medical  Men, 
and  in  one  instance  the  case  was  such  a  flagrant  one,  that  you  deemed  it 
advisable  to  summon  the  Doctor,  the  case  was  proved,  and  a  fine  of  ten 
shillings  and  costs  imposed,  the  head  of  the  family  was  also  summoned  and 
had  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  prosecution.  I  had  also  to  report  two  other  persons 
for  failure  to  notify,  in  each  case  it  was  the  head  of  the  family  Avho  was  to 
blame,  no  Doctor  being  called  in  uinil  the  children  had  been  ill  some  time, 
and  as  other  cases  of  disease  were  clearly  traceable  to  their  neglect,  I  advised 
that  they  should  be  summoned,  and  in  each  case  a  fine  of  one  shilling  and 
costs  was  imposed.  The  object  of  the  prosecution  in  these  cases,  was  not 
so  much  to  inflict  any  severe  penalty,  but  to  give  publicity  to  the  cases  and 
also  to  act  as  a  warning  to  the  public. 

I  consider  this  Act  a  most  valuable  one,  as  it  enables  us  to  become 
aware  at  once  of  arry  outbreak,  and  where  the  case  is  one  we  can  ^  Isolate, 
to  immediately  remove  the  patient  into  Hospital.  As  regards  Scarlet  4  ever 
and  Small  Pox,  it  has  enabled  us  to  do  this,  and  so  keep  these  diseases  in 
check,  and  prevent  them  ever  assnmiiig  an  epidemic  form. 
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T1i6  following  Table  shows  the  localities  where  the  cases  occurred  :

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  PBEVENTTON  ACT. 

Under  this  Act  much  good  work  has  been  done  during  the  year. 
Forms  have  been  drawn  up,  and  in  all  cases  of  Scarlet  lever,  when  treated 
at  home,  have  been  made  returnable  to  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  when  the 
patients  have  reached  the  convalescent  stage,  by  this  means,  as  also  in 
several  other  diseases,  we  are  enabled  to  see  that  fumigation  and  cleansing 
of  the  premises  has  been  properly  carried  out. 

I  consider  this  Act,  from  many  points  of  view,  a  great  help  in  our 
Sanitary  Work. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

Erom  the  foregoing  particulars,  as  regards  the  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases,  the  Rates  of  Mortality,  &c.,  we  can  most  confidently  say  that  we 
have  been  able  to  maintain  a  firm  hold  on  the  District,  and  can  show  a  good 
record  as  regards  the  hc'alth  of  the  inhabitants,  we  are  also  able  to  show  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  of  25  for  last  }ear, 
and  100  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  past  year  has  not  been  attended  with  any  serious  outbreak  of 
Infectious  Disease  Scarlet  Fever  has  been  prevalent  throughout  the  year, 
*  but  has  been  kept  under  control  by  “Isolation,’’  &c.  AVhooping  Cough 

i  has  been  more  prevalent  than  in  the  previous  year.  We  have  also  had 
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Bmali  Pox,  but  to  a  less  extent,  the  outbreak  being  speedily  under 
control.  Measles  became  very  prevalent  in  the  Autumn  at  King’s  Heath, 
and  it  was  found  expedient  to  close  the  schools  for  one  month;  only  one 
death  was  recorded.  Diphtheria  was  more  prevalent  than  formerly,  but  the 
cases  were  fairly  distributed  throughout  the  year.  These  are  the  chief  facts 
I  need  mention  in  connection  with  the  foregoing  part  of  my  Report. 

I  now  propose  to  give  you  a  brief  aecoimt  of  the  monthly  reports, 
which  have  been  submitted  to  you  during  the  year,  giving  the  vital  statistics 
and  any  points  of  importance  in  connection  therewith,  so  that  you  may  have 
before  you  a  record  of  the  events  of  the  year. 

SYNOPSIS  OF  THE  MONTHLY  REPORTS  I)URI.NG  THE  YEAR.

The  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
occurred  at  Grimes  Hill,  Wythall,  A  representation  under  the 
Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act  was  presented  to  you  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  a  block  of  buildings  in  School  Road,  Tenacres,  also  a  report 
on  a  house  called  Glenthorpe,  Moseley,  alleged  to  be  unfit  for  habi¬ 
tation.  Admitted  to  Hospital,  2  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  2  cases 
of  Small  Pox,  the  latter  from  Redditch  Urban  District  Councih 
Discharged  cured,  2  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  leaving  under  treatment 

II  cases,  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  2  Small  Pox.  Diseases  of  the 
Respiratory  Organs  most  prevalent. 

T^Birth-rate  36*08  in  1000,  Death-rate  17*1,  Zymotic  Death- 
rate,  nil.  5  notificatiorrs  received.  Scarlet  Fever,  3  ;  Diplitheria,  1 ; 
Erysipelas,  1.  A  srnall  outbreak  of  Whooping,  both  at  the  Work¬ 
house  and  the  Cottage  Homes,  which  were  rro,  doubt  connected  with 
each  other.  The  schools,  at,  the  forrner  tdace  were  closed  for  a 
fortnight.  Hospital  cases— admitted.  Scarlet  Fever,  3,  Small  Pox,, 
2,  from,  Redditch.  4  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  discharged,  leaving 
1,4  under  treatm.p.nt,  1 0  Scarlet  Fever,  4  Small  Pox  Diseases  of  the 
Respiratory  Organs,  very  prevalent. 

In,  March, — rBirth-rate  30;63,  in  1000,  Death-rate  15  78,  Zymotic  Death- 
rate  2*54.  Notiheations,  14 — Scarlet  Fever,  8,  Small  Pox,  2, 
Diphtheria,  2,  Erysipelas,.  2.  One  of  the  cases  of  Scailet  Fever 


’notified,  proved  to  be  a  case  of  Small  Pox,  viz.,  that  of  a  child  2  years 
old,  and  un-vaccinated.  The  2  cases  of  Small  Pox  occurred  at  the 
Hospital  and  JSorthfield  respectively.  Mention  made  of  improperly 
tipping  night-soil  in  the  district,  also  a  report  on  the  defective 
drainage,  and  overflow  from  cesspools  at  the  Cotteridge,  also  a  report 
on  the  heating  of  the  Fever  Hospital.  Flospital  cases  10,  fresh 
cases  admitted,  Scarlet  Fever,  2  Small  Pox.  Discharged  cured 
8.  Scarlet  Fever,  6;  Small  Pox,  2.  Diseases  prevalent.  Influenza 
and  diseases  of  the  Eespiratory  Organs  generally. 

In  April. — Birth-rate  30'63,  Death-rate  ]5'1,  Zymotic  Death-rate,  nil; 
Notifications,  13— Small  Pox,  4,  Scarlet  Fever,  7,  Erysipelas,  2. 
The  Small  Pox  cases  occurred  as  follows: — 1  at  Turves  Green,  2  at 
Selly  Oak,  and  1  at  the  Fever  Hospital.  The  last  case  contracted 
the  disease  in  the  Institution  as  previously  mentioned.  Hospital 
cases,  9,— Scarlet  Fever,  6,  and  Snndl  Pox,  3.  5  cases  discharged, 

4  Scarlet  Fever,  and  1  Small  Pox,  leaving  Under  treatment  28,  eight 
of  them  being  cases  of  Small  Pox  A  neW  block  for  the  treatment 
of  Small  Pox  cases,  was  reported  upon.  Diseases  most  prevalent^ 
Influenza  and  chest  complaints  generally^  Deport  made  respecting 
some  cottages  at  Li  fiord,  and  also  a  case  of  overcrowding  at  Ded  Hill.

0  9.  Notifications,  19  as  follows — 1 1  l^carlet  Fever,  4  Diphtheria, 
2  Typhoid  Fever,  2  Erysipelas.  In  consequence  of  an  outbreak  of 
Diphtheiia,  at  the  Moseley  Hall  Convalescent  Home,  a  visit  and 
special  inspection  was  made,  with  the  result  that  the  Hall  was  closed, 
and  a  thorough  reorgaiiisiug  of  the  whole  sanitary  arrangements  of 
the  Institution  was  insisted  upon,  and  carried  out  The  Hall 
remained  closed  all  through  the  summer.  A  small  outbreak  of 
Scarlet  Fever  at  Wjthall,  and  the  Church  Schools  were  closed  for 
three  weeks.  Hospital  cases — 13  fresh  cases  of  Scailet  Fever  were 
admitted,  12  cases  were  discharged,  4  of  them  8 mall  Pox,  and  8 
Scarlet  Fever.  Diseases  prevalent,  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia,  &c.. 

In  June. — Birth-rate  32’63,.  Death-rate  13"43',  Zymotic  Death-rate,  nil. 

NotificatioiiS' 6,  Scarlet  Fever,  5;.  Typhoid  Fever,  1.  Two  of  the 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  from  Shenley  Fields  (iottage  Homes.- 
The  Typhoid  Fever  case  from  Stiichley  Street.  The  (piestion  of* 
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the  Pollution  of  the  Kiver  Pea  was  mentioned.  Mention  was  also 
made  respecting  the  house  connections  to  the  sewmrs  in  the  Village 
of  King’s  Norton.  Hospital  cases  admitted,  Scarlet  Fever,  5; 
discharged  cured,  5  cases,  3  Scarlet  Fever,  2  Small  Pox;  leaving 
19  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  under  treatment.  The  Hospital  at  this 
date  was  free  from  Small  Pox. 

In  July. — Birth-rate  28‘98,  Death-rate  7'97,  Zymotic  Death-rate  O'l. 
Notifications  13, — Scarlet  Fever,  7;  Diphtheria,  3;  Erysipelas,  2; 
Typhoid  Fever,  1.  The  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  Wythall  had 
declined  and  the  schools  re-opened.  The  question  of  certifying  in 
cases  of  children  absent  from  school,  through  Infectious  Disease, 
was  reported  upon.  Special  mention  was  made  in  my  Report  that 
pressure  should  not  be  made  on  parents,  where  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  existed  in  the  house,  but  the  School  Atte3ndance  Officer 
should  either  confer  with  me,  or  obtain  a  Medical  Certificate  before 
children  returned  to  school.  Hospital  cases— Scarlet  Fever  7  cases, 
one  from  Kagley,  which  is  outside  your  district.  8  were  discharged 
cured,  leaving  18  under  treatment. 

In  August. — Birth-rate  29‘79,  Death-rate  8‘48,  Zymotic  Death-rate  0‘42. 
Notifications  18 — Scarlet  Fever,  9 ;  Diphtheria,  6;  Erysipelas,  3. 
Special  mention  was  made  of  the  increase  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases, 
and  the  probability  of  their  being  set  going  by  some  mild  case 
which  had  found  its  wa}’’  into  the  schools  The  question  of  the 
house  drainage  and  connection  with  your  new  sewers  was  brought 
forward.  Hospital  cases — admitted  8,  all  Scarlet  Fever ;  3  Avere 
discharged  cured,  leaviim’  23  under  treatment.  Three  cases  of  non- 
notification  reported. 

lx  September. — Birth-rate  35  67,  Death-rate  10T7,  Zymotic  Death-rate 
D71.  Notifications  29 — Scarlet  Fever,  21;  Diphtheria,  1;  Puer¬ 
peral  Fever,  1  ;  Typhoid  Fever,  1 ;  Erysipelas,  3.  An  outbreak  of 
Measles  was  reported  upon  at  King’s  Heath,  and  the  schools  recom¬ 
mended  to  be  closed  for  three  Aveeks,  and  a  further  period  of  one 
Aveek  as  the  disease  continued  prevalent.  Hospital  cases — Scarlet 
Fever,  38,  seven  of  the  cases  coming  from  outside  districts,  as 
folloAVS  :  Bromsgrove,  2  ;  Droitwich,  1  ;  Alvechurch,  4.  Discharged 
cured  15,  leavint)-  41  under  treatment.

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In  October. — Birth-rate  28*95,  Death  rate  13*43,  Zymotic  Death-rate  1*7. 
Notifications  19  against  29  last  month,  as  follows;  Scarlet  Fever, 

1 1 ;  Diphtheria,  3  ;  Typhoid  Fever,  1  ;  Erysipelas,  4  ;  two  of  the 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  the  Workhouse.  The  outbreak 
of  Measles  at  King’s  Heath  has  declined  and  the  schools  re-opened. 
Hospital  cases — admitted.  Scarlet  Fever,  10,  one  being  from 
Bromsgrove,  outside  your  district;  22  discharged,  leaving  18  under 
treatment.  3  deaths  occurred  at  the  Hospital,  all  from  Scarlet 
Fever,  one  dying  two  days  after  admission,  and  another  dying  from 
heart  disease  and  rheumatic  fever,  supervening  upon  the  disease. 

In  November.— Birth-rate  20*36,  Death-rate  11*32,  Zymotic  Death-rate  0*41. 

Notifications,  14 — Scarlet  Fever,  10 ;  Typhoid  Fever,  1 ;  Erysipelas, 

3.  Two  of  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  the  Shenley  Fields 
Cottage  Homes,  and  one  at  Beoley.  The  question  of  night-soil 
tipping  was  raisied,  also  the  Sanitary  condition  of  Hudson’s  Works, 
at  the  Cotteridge,  having  reference  to  the  Pollution  of  the  Biver 
Kea.  Hospital  cases — 9  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  admitted,  10 
discharged  cured,  leaving  17  under  treatment. 

In  December. — Birth-rate  35  25,  Death-rate  16*04,  Zymotic  Death-rate  1.2. 

Notifications  26 — Scarlet  Fever,  12;  Diphtheria,  6  :  Erysipelas,  8, 
live  of  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  the  Shenley  Fields 
Cottage  Homes.  The  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  at  West  Heath, 
Walker’s  Heath,  King’s  Heath  and  Sell.y  Oak.  Hospital  cases — 
admitted,  Scarlet  Fever  12;  discharged  cured  8;  one  death  took 
place,  leaving  21  under  treatment,  all  going  on  well. 

The  foregoing  facts  in  connection  with  my  monthly  reports  will  give 
you  an  idea  of  the  chief  points  which  have  been  reported  to  you  during  the 
year. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACT. 

1  have  made  one  representation  to  you  respecting  a  block  of 
property  in  School  Lane,  Dogpool. 

In  connection  with  this  case  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  property 
was  put  into  a  habitable  state.  The  property,  although  recently  constructed, 
was  badly  built  in  every  way,  and  although  made  habitable  will  never  be 
what  we  could  desire. 

This  case  came  before  the  Magistrates  on  three  occasions  before  the 
necessary  work  was  done. 
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FACTORY  4ND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

In  connection  with  this  Act,  your  Inspectors  are  keeping  tlie  Work¬ 
shops  under  supervision. 

SANITARY  STATE  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  a  continued  improvement  in  the 
Sanitary  condition  of  your  district. 

The  drainage  of  the  Village  of  King’s  Norton,  so  far  as  the  main 
sewers  are  concerned,  is  now  completed,  and  also  the  Cotteridgn.  The  last 
named  place  being  a  portion  of  your  district  lying  between  the  Village  of 
King’s  Norton  and  Stirchley  Street,  and  which  has  rapidly  grown  into  a 
small  village  within  a  few  years,  necessitating  a  special  provision  being 
made,  and  extension  of  your  King’s  Norton  Scheme, 

In  respect  to  this  matter,  I  had  to  draw  your  attention,  in  my  last 
year’s  Report,  to  the  serious  nuisances  which  had  arisen  in  consequence  of 
the  absence  of  drainage.  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  this  subject 
has  received  due  consideration,  and  that  the  locality  is  now  satisfactorily 
provided  with  sewers.  A  good  deal  of  difficulty  arose  in  connection  with 
the  levels  of  this  part  of  your  district,  and  in  order  to  overcome  it,  your 
Surveyor  laid  down  a  “  Shones  Ejector,”  and  this  has  been  working  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner,  the  sewage  being  conveyed  to  your  tanks,  and 
then  on  your  canal  at  Lifford,  where  your  Sewage  Works  have  been  con¬ 
structed  for  dealing  with  the  sewage  from  the  Village  of  King’s  Norton  and 
its  vicinitv. 

In  connection  with  this  part  of  my  report,  I  am  pleased  to  mention 
that  your  new  Sewage  Works  at  Lifford  weie  duly  opened  by  your  Chair¬ 
man  and  the  Council  duriiig  the  year,  and  are  now  dealing  with  all  seivage 
matters  coming  from  the  districts  mentioned,  and  will  be  capable,  I  am  told, 
to  do  so  for  some  time  to  come.  The  house  connections  of  the  Village  of 
King’s  Norton  proper,  are  not  at  present  completed,  I  hope,  however,  that 
the  whole  of  them  will  be  finished  before  many  months  are  passed. 

The  treatment  of  the  sewage  matters  at  your  new  works  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Bacillite  Syndicate  Company,  who  undertake  the  work  for  one 
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year.  I  am  not  able  at  present  to  say  much  about  results,  as  the  work  has 
been  going  on  so  short  a  time.  I  shall  say  more  about  this  in  my  next 
Eeport. 

The  Sanitary  condition  of  your  district,  so  far  as  Ashpits  and  Privies 
are  concerned,  has  occupied  a  good  deal  of  anxious  thought,  you  will 
remember  that  I  always  speak  of  these  domestic  arrangements  as  bad,  and 
moreover  dangerous. 

I  consider  them  nothing  less  than  a  serious  nuisance,  in  connection 
with  any  property,  they  are  always  more  or  less  offensive,  and  may  at  any 
time  become  dangerous  from  being  chai’ged  with  a  specific  poison  from  a 
case  of  infectious  disease,  &c. 

1  have  endeavoured  to  impress  upon  you  the  desirability  of  abolishing 
them  as  speedily  as  possible,  and  substitute  water-closets  in  their  stead,  and 
as  far  as  possible  discourage  their  use  in  all  new  houses.  I  advise  these 
alterations  in  all  cases  where  the  houses  are  supplied  with  sewer 
accommodation. 

The  (question  of  the  drainage  of  houses,  more  particularly  of  the 
artisan  class,  is  a  matter  for  serious  consideration.  I  have  specially  drawn 
your  attention  to  this  subject.  As  regards  the  house  connections  to  your 
new  sew'ers  in  the  Village  of  King’s  Korton,  this  work  will  no  doubt  be  an 
accomplished  fact  before  long,  but  I  desire  to  see  a  uniform  plan  adopted, 
and  that  all  drains  laid  from  the  sewer  to  the  houses,  should  be  thoroughly 
tested  by  the  officers  of  the  Council,  and  moreover,  that  all  old  drains  and 
defective  traps  should  be  abolished  If  this  is  carried  out  a  great  sanitary 
improvement  will  be  effected. 

I  am  aware  that  many  improvements  havebeen  effected  to  properties 
during  the  year,  and  many  Privies  have  been  converted  into  Water-closets, 
I  hope  this  will  continue.  As  regards  cottage  property,  a  form  of  Slop- 
closet  might  be  encouraged.  I  have  seen  a  very  good  one  shown  to  me  by 
your  Surveyor,  viz.  :  “Ducketts”  which  is  supplied  with  a  “Tipper’’  and 
this  works  automatically  at  intervals,  and  I  am  informed  discharges  sufficient 
water  to  send  the  sewage  matters  into  the  main  sewer.  The  advantage  of 
this  method  is  its  simplicity,  and  consequently  less  liability  to  get  out  of 
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order.  I  have  not  at  present  seen  any  in  working  order,  hut  the  idea  is 
good,  and  some  plan  of  this  kind  is  advisable  for  small  houses,  as  something 
is  wanted  that  will  not  get  out  of  order. 

The  construction  of  dwellings,  more  particularly  of  the  artisan  class, 
is  another  matter  of  very  great  importance,  houses  of  this  description  are 
being  put  up  at  a  great  rate  in  your  district,  and  many  of  them  might,  with 
every  advantage,  bear  an  improvement,  both  as  regards  construction  and 
durability.  The  speculative  builder  is  still  very  busy,  and  will  require  very 
close  supervision,  in  order  to  see  that  the  Bye-Laws  are  faithfully  cairied 
out. 


I  mentioned  in  my  last  Report  that  your  present  Bye-Laws  might 
be  made  more  stringent  in  this  respect.  I  am  glad  to  find  that  you  have 
had  this  matter  before  you  for  some  time,  and  that  a  revised  set  will  shortJ}^ 
be  submitted  for  approval. 

As  regards  the  Water  Supply,  I  am  pleased  to  find  that  you  have 
obtained  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  to  complete  your 
works  in  connection  with  the  well  at  Bartley  Green.  I  have  made  a  further 
enquiry  and  analysis  of  this  water,  and  sent  in  a  favourable  report  to  you. 
When  the  water  has  been  laid  on  to  the  houses  in  this  district,  a  very  great 
Sanitary  provision  will  have  been  effected.  I  am  aware  the  inhabitants  can 
obtain  a  supply  of  the  water  at  the  present  time,  but  only  at  stated 
times.  A  regular  and  constant  supply  is  wLat  is  W’anted,  in  order  that  the 
people  may  get  the  full  advantage  of  it. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  district  generally  continues  to  be  improved. 
Where  the  mains  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Birmingham  are  laid,  all 
new  houses,  are  for  the  most  part,  connected  with  them.  Wells  only  supply 
new  houses  further  in  the  country,  where  the  mains  are  not  laid.  In  all 
cases  of  water  supply  from  w'ells  sunk  on  the  premises,  where  any  nuisance 
comes  under  notice  or  infectious  disease  is  present,  the  water  is  analysed, 
and  dealt  with  according  to  the  result  of  such  analysis. 

The  question  of  Night-Soil  collection  and  disposal  is  a  matter  of 
very  great  importance,  a  frequent  and  very  serious  nuisance  occurs  in 
connection  with  the  emptying  of  Privies  and  Ash-pits,  by  tipping  the 
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offensive  matter  in  the  road,  whereby  the  atmosphere  is  polluted  for  a 
considerable  time  at  night  and  distance,  and  this  condition  of  things  in 
populous  places  is  a  very  great  evil.  The  only  remedy  against  it,  is  by 
doing  away  with  all  Privies,  and  Ash-pits  in  connection  with  them.  We 
should  then  have  nothing  but  dry  refuse  to  deal  with,  vdiich  would  be 
practically  no  nuisance  whatever. 


As  regards  the  disposal  of  house  refuse,  you  have  made  provision 
by  hiring  “  tips  ”  where  it  can  be  deposited.  I  have  only  had  one  complaint 
in  connection  with  this  matter,  in  which  a  nuisance  was  alleged,  I  found, 
however,  that  on  my  inspection  the  complaint  was  not  borne  out. 

PROVISION  OF  BURIAL  GROUNDS  FOR  THE  DEAD. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  you  have  completed  and 
opened  your  new  Cemetery  at  Lodge  Hill.  I  need  scarcely  say  what  a  great 
Sanitary  advantage  this  will  be  to  the  rapidly  developing  district  of  Selly 
Oak  and  neighbourhood.  Until  the  Cemetery  was  opened,  in  June  last, 
there  was  practically  no  where  to  bury  the  dead  for  this  part  of  the  district, 
as  Northfield  and  King’s  Norton  Churchyards  were  two  miles  away,  and 
Selly  Oak  Churchyard  was  full.  I  consider  the  site  a  very  suitable  one,  the 
position  of  the  ground  excellent,  and  the  soil  all  that  coidd  oe  desired  for  the 
greater  portion  of  the  land.  In  fact  as  time  goes  on,  and  the  laying  out  of 
the  ground  is  completed  and  planted,  it  will  be  one  of  the  most  attractive 
Cemeteries  to  be  found. 


In  reference  to  the  provision  of  a  second  Cemetery  for  the  Parish 
of  King’s  Norton,  I  am  pleased  to  know  that  the  site  at  Brandwood  End 
has  finally  been  secured,  and  that  you  are  now  actively  engaged  in  providing 
for  the  necessary  buildings,  &c.,  and  also  the  laying  out  of  the  ground. 
When  this  is  an  accomplished  fact,  you  will  have  ample  provision  for  the 
burial  of  the  dead  for  your  Sanitary  District  for  many  years  to  come. 

POLLUTION  OF  THE  RIVER  REA. 


This  matter  continues  to  occupy  your  very  serious  attention.  I  am 


pleased  to  say  that  the  condition  of  the  stream  has  not  been  quite  so  bad 
as  formerly,  although  it  has  been  in  a  very  offensive  state  at  times.  As 
regards  the  nuisance  at  Dogpool  Mills,  the  water  from  the  River  Rea  has 
been  diverted  from  this  pool,  and  the  pool  has  been  ’‘mudded,”  and  it  now 
receives  its  water  supply  from  the  Bournbrook.  I  believe  the  nuisance,  as 
regards  this  mill,  will  now  be  abated.  I  hope  also  we  shall  see  the  stream 
in  question,  still  further  improved. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

I  have  not  received  any  complaints  except  as  to  the  Pollution  of 

Streams. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

I  have  analysed  49  samples  of  well  water  with  the  following  results, 
5  good,  15  fair,  29  bad  and  unfit  for  drinking  purposes.  Details  in  Table 
appended. 

HOSPITAL  REPORT. 

During  the  year  147  cases  have  been  admitted  and  treated,  as 
against  180  for  1894,  as  follows;  Scarlet  Fever,  136  cases;  Small  Pox,  11. 
Of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  1  only  did  not  belong  to  your  district,  while  7 
belonged  to  outside  districts,  as  follow^s  :  Redditch,  1  ;  Hagley,  1  ;  Broms- 
grove,  3;  Alvechurch,  1;  and  Drotwich,  1.  Of  the  Small  Pox  cases,  4 
^vere  admitted  from  Redditch,  and  7  belonged  to  your  own  district.  Of  the 
cases  admitted,  5  deaths  occurred  from  Scarlet  Fever,  which  is  a  larger  per¬ 
centage  than  last  year,  but  is  accounted  for  by  the  very  bad  type  of  the 
disease  in  many  of  the  cases.  As  regards  one  of  the  deaths,  the  patient 
died  from  Rheumatic  Fever  and  Heart  Disease,  after  recovering  from  the 
Fever,  and  this  malady  he  had  suffered  from  previously  ;  wdiile  a  second 
death  occurred  to  a  child  twenty-four  hours  after  admission,  the  case  being 
of  the  malignant  type.  From  Small  Pox  no  death  occurred,  although  several 
of  the  cases  were  veiy  severe.  The  foregoing  figures  give  a  death  percentage 
of  3-8,  as  compared  with  0-5  for  last  year.  Although  the  death-rate  is 
higher  than  last  vear,  it  mav  be  considered  a  very  low  one  indeed.

continued  to  do  excellent  work,  and  that  the  number  of  cases  treated,  in 
proportion  to  those  notified,  is  very  satisfactory  and  encouraging.  I  am 
pleased  to  say  that  the  public  ap])reciate  its  advantages  more  fully  every 
yea,r,  and  this  applies  to  both  the  rich  and  poor,  in  the  latter  class  almost 
every  case  is  admitted.  As  ingards  the  working  of  the  staff  at  the  Hospital,

I  am  pleased  to  say  the  nursing  and  general  management  has  been  excellent, 
changes  have  had  to  he  made  in  connection  with  some  of  the  officials,  hut 
tliis  must  always  he  the  case.  I  consider  your  Matron,  Miss  Hewlett,  has 
exercised  every  care,  and  has  kept  up  a  strict  and  careful  supervision  over 
the  Institution. 


I  have  had  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  inadequate  accommodation 
for  sleeping  for  the  nurses,  and  also  the  necessary' dining  and  sitting  rooms 
for  their  use  when  off  duty,  and  I  recommended  a  Nurses’  “  Home,”  to  which 
should  he  added  a  small  block  of  three  rooms,  for  the  more  effectual  means 
of  bathing  the  patients  on  their  discharge  from  the  Hospital.  You  have 
decided  to  build  one,  and  also  sanctioned  the  erection  of  a  new  block  for 
the  treatment  of  Small  Pox  cases. 


In  order  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  any  danger  arising  when 
jiatients  are  discharged,  I  have  adopted  a  plan  for  some  years  of  keeping  the 
patients  in  for  8  weeks,  aird  sometimes  longer  if  the  case  necessitates  it,  as 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  say  with  certainty  when  the  infection  has  completely 
left  the  body.  This  plan  has  been  attended  with  excellent  results. 


I  should  like  to  see,  however,  in  connection  with  all  Isolation 
Hospitals  a  Sanatorium  for  the  whole  County,  centrally  situated  as 
far  as  possible,  where  patients  could  be  sent  for  a  fortnight  before  they 
return  to  their  homes.  As  under  present  circumstances  there  is  always  a 
cei  tain  element  of  risk  no  matter  how  particular  you  are. 


SANITARY  WORK. 

The  work  in  the  various  departments  has  been  well  maintained,  a 
C(  nsiderable  amount  of  work  has  been  done,  as  will  be  gathered  from  this 
Report,  and  also  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Reports,  appended. 


I  am  pleased  to  say  that  your  Inspectors  continue  to  perform  their 
duties  to  my  satisfaction. 


SURVEYOR’S  REPORT. 


From  the  hgures  given  by  your  Surveyor,  I  find  that  Plans  have 
been  submitted  for  508  Houses  in  the  Parish  of  Kiug’s  Horton,  and  221  for 
Northfield,  and  1  for  Beoley,  making  a  total  of  730  as  compared  with  533 
for  last  year.  In  addition  there  were  15  Hew  Poads,  50  Alterations  to 
Premises,  and  1  Infirimiry.  You  will  observe  there  is  a  considerable 
increase  over  last  year. 

In  concluding  this  my  twenty-third  Annual  lieport,  I  beg  to 
congratulate  the  Council  on  the  large  and  successful  amount  of  work  which 
has  been  accomplished  during  the  year. 

I  also  beg  to  thank  them  for  their  uniform  courtesy  and  assistance 
accorded  me  in  the  discharge  of  the  important  duties  committed  to  me.
